S it isa Matter of great Reputation and Security to any 

A State, to have a People trained up in the Knowledge 
and Exerciſe of Arms; fo ig'it of great Utility and 

' Convenience, that they likewiſe additt themſelyes to Com- 
werce, by which means the Benefits of the wholeWorld arc 
» | brought home to their own doors : Beſide that by this Em- 
ployment alone, are acquired the Two Things which Wiſe 
Men account of all Others the moſt Neceſlary to the well- 
being of a Common-wealth z that is to fay, a general Tndu- 

= fry of Mind, and Hardineſy of Body, which never fail to be 

| | accompanied with Hozoyr and Plerty. So that queſtionleſs, 
\ where Commerce does not flouriſh, as well as other Profeſſi- 
onz,/.and- where particular Perfons, out of a habit of Lazi- 
nels, neglett ag once the Nobleſt way of employing their 
Time:, and the faireſt Qccafions of adyancing their Fortunes, 
"That Kingdom, though otherwiſe never ſo Glorious, wants 
fmething of being-Completely happy. But im truth, it is 
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with Commerce, 2s With the Liberal Sciexces; that Man or 
State that would improve either of them, muſt be at @xzet 3 
Peace being the ſame thing to a Community, which Traxquili- 
ty of Mind is to.cach Individual. What can be more im- 
portune, or unſeaſonable, than in the middle of a ar, either 
Foreign or Inteſtine, when every Mans Duty calls upon him 
to Jed bis Country, for People to be undertaking of long 


Voyages, and tranſporting themſelves into remote Parts, 
their principal Obligation and Bufinefs lying at Home! In 
fach a Caſe as this, he that abſexts himſelf-from his Conntry, I 
is in conſtruction a Deſertey of it, and turns That, which at Y 
another time were an honeſt and laudable deſire of Benefit, t; 
into a criminal Avarice. The Broyles and Troubles of © 
France, for theſe Hundred Years and upwards, are fo well re 
known, that to tell the Story, were but needleſly to revive th 
the memory of thoſe Misfortunes, which we muſt ſtrive tro | th 


forget : It ſhall ſuffice therefore to note, That the State of | Cc 
France, having eſcaped ſo many Tempeſts and Rocks, was L 
yet once again emplunged/ina Civil War, at the beginning 
of the laſt Kings Reign, upon the Point of Religion 3 which 
Afﬀair being happily determined, and the People reduced to 
their Obedience, without any Violence, either to their Li- - 
berties or Conſciences, there ſucceeded: an Obligation to 
engage in a*Conteſt with Strangers, which proved to be one 
of the longeſt Wars that has been known 1n France fince the 
Foundation of this Afonarsby. And though the Juſtice of 
the Cauſe, the Valour of the Prince, and the Wiſdom of his 
Council, have neyer failed of being attended with Vidtory 5 
. yet certain 1t is, that theſe Advantages have not þeen ob» 
tained without infinite Care and . Labour throughout the 
whole Body of the State. $So.that it 15 no. wonder, if the ' 
French having ſo much to do at Home look'd> but-little 
Abroad, eſpecially into the Bufinels of Naviggtion and Trefs 
fick, wherein our Neighbours inthe izteriz have beſtowed 
ſo much Study and dYjigence,. and fromayhenge 'theys have 
likewiſe reaped {o. much Reputation and. Frofit., Same pris 
owes vate 
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vyate Enterprizes indeed "have been ſet afoot, and without 
that:Succefs which the Undertakers promiſed to themſelves ; 
but this will not appear ſtrange at all, if we conſider, that 
the greater part of the Adventurers, having other Affairs 
wherein they were more nearly concerned, during our Trou- 
bles,-did neither vigorouſly purſte what they Pad begun, 
nor indeed ſo much as take the pains to keep the Frame of 
their Deſign in order. But ow that it has pleaſed God to 
give France the Peace it has ſo long deſired, and the Enjoy- 
ment of that Peace under the Government of a Prince whoſe 
wiſe Condudt, and ſteady application to Buſineſs, are at once 
the Wonder, and the Jealouſlic of all Exrope + Now, I ſay, for 
our Country-men not to put themſelves forward toward the 
recoverywof a Right which they can never loſe, and toward 
the gaining to themſelves of thoſe ineſtimable Benefits which 
| their Neighbours receive, by the Scttlement of a glorious 
Commerte, were'to adminiſter juſt reaſon of Aſtoniſhmenr. 
Now of all Commerce whatſdever throughout the whole 
World; That of the E2ſt-7#dies ts one of the moſt Rich atid 
Conſiderable, 'From thence it 1s (the Sun being kinder to 
them than to us) that we have our Merchandize of greateſt 
Vajib; aut} har which contributes the moſt not onely to the 
Heaſbre of Eif&:buvalld to:GtoryandMagnificence, 'From' 
thegge this, that we'fetel'our Gold, and Preciots-ſtbnes, and 
+thoufand- other Commodities; (both of a'generalEfteem;” 
and a rertair' Return) to which we areſo: accuſtomed, that 
:i5 impoflible formurro beewithout? them +" as £/1h | Cinas 
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Mre1ziyt and their Forts; and the Frexch neither the ove, 
nor the other 2 What does it ſignifie torus, that we have-ſo' 
many good Ports and Veſſels, ſo many experienced Sea-mer, 
ſo many brave Soldiers ? To what end 1s 1t, in fine, that we 
pride our ſelves to be Subjetts of the Prime Monarch of the 
Univerſe; if, being ſo, we dare not- ſo-much as ſhew our 
Heads 1n thoſe places where our Neighbours have eſtabliſhed 
themſelves with Power ? Were it not in a manner better for 
us to be without theſe Advantages, than not to uſe them ; and 
to reſt where we are, for want of Ability.to go-turther, than 
for want of Reſolution £ Would it not be a ſhame to us, to 
make a difficulty of attempting That in a ſtate of Security, 
which other People have carried on through all Doubts'and 
Hazards? And to: ſtick. at the bare Crofling of theſe Seas, 
which others ventured npon, even before they were known ? 
Is it that we lack either 7ydxſ#*z to make uſe of their' Iruen- 
tions, Or Courage to follow their Example 2 Would we have 
any thing more eaſie, than to reap the Fruits of other Mens 
Travels? or any ſtronger affurance of a good Event, than 
the Wealth and Glory which they enjoy, that have tried the 
Experiment ? |

one Bartholomew Diaz, in 1487. to skirt the whole Coaſt of 
Africa 3 and he it was that firſt doubled the Cape of Good- 
hope, to which at firſt he gave the Name of Cabo Tormentoſo, 


* becauſe of the Storms which are frequent thereabouts. And 


this Naine perchance would have continued, if the King himt- 
felf had not thought fit to change it for one of a better Omer, 
(The Cape of Goed-hope) which was grounded upon the Hope 
he had, that this new Progreſs would open a way to the Con- 
queſt of the Oriental Trdies, an Acquilition which he thirſt- 
ed for with exceeding paſſion. Yet before he would venture 
hisShipping into ſo vaſt a Sea, divers Perſons were ſent by 
Land to the dies, to inform themſelves from the beſt Pi- 
lots of the Country, in order tothe Voyage : But King Joh»! 
dying upon the Preparative, left the Conſummation of this 
Great Work to his Succeſſor Emazxe!, who having ſufficient- 
ly inſtructed himſelf, as to the carrying of it forward; di- 
ſpatched away four Veſſels from Lisbor 1n Fuly 1497. under 
the Command of Yaſco de Gama, who in'May follbwing ar- 
rivee before Calicut, having doubled the Cape of Good-hope, 
notwithſtanding the Storms he met with, and the violent Im- 
portunities of his People, preflihg th toreturn. After two 
Years abſence, he brought'the News himſelf of his proſpe- 
rous Voyage, and laid che Foundation of greater Hopes to: - 
come. In the Year following, the King ſent thither again 


* fourteen Ships; under the-Charge of Pedro Alvares, and after 


that divers other Fleets, 'tb ſecure and fortifie themſelves in a 
place where they found'[6 vaſt'z Treaſure: And'thus it came: | 
to-paſs, that when the King df:£.7ſ5/e ſeiſed upbn all the New 
Lands upon the' Welk; the AG te did the ſamein'the Eaſt;. 
and ets was it that gave vcoalion tb the famous Partition 
o*dfawinp an imi- 
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the Line 3 * not medling with any of. thoſe Eſtabliſhments 

which the King of roOnge had upon the Eaſt, which fince 

the Yoyage of Vaſco de Gama have been infinitely encrealed, 

'Thus did the conſtant Reſolution of theſe Princes ſurmount 

all Difficulties, bringing both Glory to themſelves, and Hap- 

pineſs to their Subje&s. Thus did theſe new Argonauts ad- 

dreſs them(elves to the Conqueſt of the rea/ Golden Fleece : 

for, in fine, the Portugues are indebted to this Navigation for 

almoſt all they are worth... This it is-that has made them 

- famons in the World, and raiſed them into an eminent Re- 

putation, although one not onely of the ſmalleſt, but of the 

leaſt fruittul Kingdotns of ZExrope, It is this Traftique (which 

they have now,heea ſole Maſters of a hundred years entire) 

that has put them in condition to carry ſo high the Underts- 

kings which we have ſeen in our days; and they would-find ; 

it a very hard matter to cope even with the Enemy at their 

Gates, if it were not, that the inexhauftible Source of their, ; 

Indian Treaſure, and Trade from time to time, ſapplies them 

for the Expence of long and: ſo dangerous a War. ; 

What has it been, but this very Navigation and Traffique, : 

that has enabled the Hollanderr to bear up againſt the Power 7 

of Spain, with Forces ſo unequal z, nay, andto becometer- \ 

rible to.them, and to, bring zhem down. at laſt 10 -an;advan- Pp 

tagepus Peace 2, Since that time jt ,1s, that this People, who 1 
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had not onely the Spaziards. elvock but the very Sea/and 
Earth at kome to; ftrug <7 with; have, ip.5 deſpite of all. 
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where they now ſtand ? Tt is known, that communibus ans, 
there has been yearly 3o or 35 per cert. clear Gain to the 
Sharers;z and it Is an caſte matter likewiſe to make a near 
Calculation of thew Occaſional Expences, and yet all this 
dedacted, when they came to make a general Computation 
of the Eſtate of the Company, in the Year 1661. reckoning 
what they might have in ready Caſh, in Merchandize, the va- 
hue of their Shipping, Cannon, and what thereunto belongs, 
the Eſtimate upon the whole amounted to a Sum fo prodigi- 
ous, that it almoſt exceedsall poſſibility of credit : not ac- 
counting all this- while ,” that this Comparry poſſeſſes more 
Land in the Indies, than the States of Holland haye in the 
Low-Conuntries ; and this 1s it that maintains for them 14 or 
1500Soldiers, to make good what they have got, beſide Sea- 
men,-and, other People, which they -employ up amt down, 
to the namber of, near 80000 Perſons, all ſubſiſting there- 
upou. - So valt an encreaſe of Wealth, from ſo ſmall a Be-. 
inning, would paſs abſolutely for Fabulous, if we did not 
both ſceand know, that at this day the Hollanders are the 
beſt Monied People of Exrope, and that intheir Country'an 
Inheritance is worth more than 1nany other Part of the 
World ; an Eſtate is Fee commonly ſelling there at 60 Years 
Purchaſe, Lands in Soccage at 503 whereas Money goes 
but at Three per Cent. ({o much is it cheaper than other 
Goods : ) And: this does not proceed, I hope, from the Im- 
provement of their drained 44arſhes into Paſturage, nor from 
the Culture of their other Grounds (whictr are certainly none 
of the beſt) but barely from their Trafſique, andchiefly from 
that of the Eaſt-Indier. - | 
Ahout the ſame time with the Hol!/anders,, did the Engliſh 
| Trkewile adviſe upon the fame Neſign, and formed a»Compa- 
ny at Londoe, for the Exſtetuetia' Trades Fhis Company Tet 
out - four Ships in the Year:3600. which fucceeded fo well, 
that in a ſhort ſpace: of time the” Ergliſb niade Twenty: Voy- 
ages, thither. , | This: [xew” 8aczety was powerfully protedted 
and encouraged by His Majeſty of Exg/and, who i _ | 
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ſent Sir Will;2n Hawkins, 40 the Quality of Embaſſidor, te 
the Great Mogol, (to demand a Free Trade) in delpite of all 
the Obſtacles which both. the Portugues and the Hollarders 
endeayourcd then to caſt in the way, In 1615. his Majeſty 
ſent Sir Thomas Koe, and after him other Embaſladors, to the 
Kings of Japer, upon the ſame Errand 3 who wrought ſo well 
upon the Humour of thoſe Barbariary, that they not onely 
obtained their Deſires, but gained fo far upon the Aﬀetions 
of the People, that the Hollarders themſelves, in order to 
their better Welcom, would often pretend to be Erglifmer, 
This Company prevailed alſo with the King of Perſia, for great 
Privileges in his Territories, in conſequence of the Service 
they did him againſt the Portugues, about the Siege of Ormae. 
Bat it had been well if they had found him as juſt in the 
Exccution, as he was ealie in the Promiſe, However, be.it as 
It will, this Company has made it ſelf very conſiderable in 
the 1:dies, and has at preſent divers Money-Tables there, 
- under two principal DireFors,or Preſidents, the one of which 
has his Reſidence at 8xrraf, and the other at Bantam, by 
whoſe Authority the Trade of thoſe Parts is managed.- Thus 
has the Induſtry and Valour of theſe People eſtabliſhed and 
maintained their Commerce againſt all Oppoſition 5 and 
though their Enemies haye done their utmoſt to cruſh their 
Deſign, and brought the Difference*even to an open and 
bloudy War, they. have gained:nothing but ſhame by the 
Conteſt, without ever being able to hinder their Courſe and 
Progreſs, which indeed they 'had 'no colour at all to endea- 
vour toobſtruct. - 

The Dares, its truth, manage not ſo great a Trade in the 
Indies as the reſt, neitheeare their Fleets there ſo numerous; 
but ſome Concernment: they have likewiſe in the Voyage, 
and their Agents upon the Place and from time to time they 
ſend our Shipping 'thither. Their Buſineſs lies commonly 1n 
the of Bengals, upon the Coaſt of Pegs, and 1a certain 
Flies of the South, where they have rendecd themſelyes con- 
lorahle. 7 honed 3 EM 2H 1 | 
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. in fine, the Famous Guſtavnr Adolphus King of Sx:den 
thought himſelf obliged, as upon apoint of Honour, and 
Greataeſs, that his Subje&s alſo ſhould Viſit the 0riental-Tr- 
dies, and other parts of the World ; and inthe very Inſtant, 
that this Prince(whoſe mind was ſet upon Dominion and Clo- 
ry) was diſpoſing of his deſign to enter Germany, and con- 
triving the ruine of the Houſe of 4»ſtria, he had likewiſe 
in his ProjeFs the forming of a Swediſh Company, for this 
great Navigation, inviting his People to intereſt themſelves 
therein,as by his Lefters-Patents,dated at Stockholm the 14th. 
of Fune, 1626, is made to appears but the War of Germa- 
#y, and the death of this Great Prince coming on ſoon after, 
would not permit him to fee the accompliſhment of this de- 
lign, which fince that time has been again renewed, 

All this conſidered, what would the Frexch Nation have 
to lay for themſelves, if they ſhould now let ſlip the opportu- 
nity of an enterprize, that: has rewarded all that have ever 
embarqued in it, with reputation, and profit ? If we kave 
neglected it-hitherto, it may ſerve for an excuſe, that we 
have not been hitherto in condition to attend it, by reaſon 
of our conſtant troubles. But now that we are in a State of 
Tranquility, and Peace, what ſhall acquit us to Poſterity, if 
we defer it any longer ? It would be very ill done indeed 
to envy our Neighbours the fruits of their honeſt, and law- 
ful induſtry; but it would not be well on the other fide, to 
decline the ſame means of enriching our ſelves, if it were 
but for the conſervation of our Commorn-Good, the benefits 
of Commerce ſerving as a recompence of Their labour, and 
travail, while the greater part of Or People lie lazing at 
:home, as of no uſe, and without employment. 

* But Men {are not eafily perſwaded to engage upon new 
Adventures; they are afraid that things will not prove to 
their minds, and every Man is unwilling to make the firſt 
Rep.. [Theſe thoughts, doubtleſs, might well enough have 
become. the Portwgnez, that had a vaſt Sea before them, and 
were to paſsinto another'Clmbte; and' under-other Stars, 
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without any knowledge of the Courſe they were to ſteer, 
This Apprehenſion might have been pardoned alſo in the 
Hollanders, whoſe Delign lay in a Country where their mor- 
tal Enemies were Maſters, and where they were 1n_ more 
danger from the Portuguez, than-either from Storms, or the 
Barbarians themſelves. But now that the> former of theſe 
has led the way to this Fortunate Land, and the latter has 
diſabuſed us, as to any fear of peril from thoſe that were 
there before us, we mult be wilfully blind, not to-agree upon 
an Advantage ſo certain upon the accompt, and fo eafie tg 
obtain. For, Whether Fraxce be more Poteat, or not, than 
any other Nation that Trades to the Indies, is not the Que- 
ſtion.z neither can it be diſputed, whether the Frexch have 
not. as good Commodity for this Traffique as any other Peo- 
ple, if it be conſidered, that we are poſleſſed already be- 
yond the Cape of Good-hope, of the Iſland of $#. Laxrence, 
or Mzdegaſcar, the largeſt Iſland of all that Sea, being no leſs 
than ſever kundred Leagues in Compaſs, and in the moſt 
agreeable Climate of all India; The Air 1s fo temperate, 
that the ſame Clothes which we wear here in the Spring, may 
ſerve there the whole Year through-z and Experience tells 
us, that the Heats of France are more troubleſom, than thoſe 
of. St. Lawrence. The Soil is proper for all forts of Graiz 
and Trees, and asks nothing bud Dreſſing; to be admirable. 
Fhere is no need of carrying Proviſions thither, as to-other 
Wands, for the. Support: of the Colonzes.;3- the Abundance of 
every thing being ſo' great , that the: Country produces 
enough for itſelf, and to ſpare. The Waters are excellent, 
the Fruit delicious, and, without Hyperbolte, the Place may 
be improv'd into a Paradiſe. Overand above this,. there 
are Golden Mines in fuch. plenty, that in great falls of Rain, 
and ravages of Water, the: Veins. of. Gold: diſcover them- 
ſelves all along the Coaft; and upon the Meuntains. Fhe 
Inhabitants are of a diſpofition: traftable enough ,.' and 
with good uſage ready and willing to be employed in any 
Service. being a People: humble, .and obedient, om of a. 
| . mour. 
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Humour far differing from thoſe of the Country, and of the 
Iſlands further up in the 7-djes, who will not upon any Terms 
ſubje& themſelves to Labour ; whereas theſe, on the contra- 
ry, both love it themſelves, and take pleaſure to ſee the 
Chriſtians work, The Country is ſhared among divers petty 
Kings, who are ſtill making War one upon the other, and 
from whoſe Diſagreements we might eaſily take a Riſe to an 
abſolute Eſtabliſhment of our ſelves among them. Beyond 
this Place the Trading lies open, without difficulty, into 7- 
dia, China, Japan, and more commodiouſly yet to the Coats 
of Ethiopia, and Territories of the Emperour of the 4byſſins 
(where Commerce is ſcarce underſtood); to Sofola, where 
are the richeſt Gol!d-Mines upon the face of the Earth ; to 
Buama Melinda, to the Red-Sea, and throughout the Perſia 
Gulf. In a word, There is not any where a fitter Place for 
a General Magazin of all Commodnies to be brought from 
thoſe Parts into Ewrope, than is this Iſland. But this Con- 
venience ſhould not yet hinder us from planting alſo in other 
Places, where it may be expedient for the good of our 
Afﬀairs;z and ſuch a Place we.have in our Eye, where no 
Perſon as yet inhabits, which we have now in our power 
to. ſeiſe upon, and where the greateſt Commerce might be 
eſtabliſhed, that has been yet known in the World, (Where 
this Place 1s, ſhall be declared in fit ſeaſon.) So that it 18 
our part now, not to let ſo many favourable Concurrences 
ſlip through our Fiagers, and to loſe the benefit of to fair 
an Occaſion. We are apt to admire the Good-fortune of 
our Neighbours, and it deſerves it : But 'tis not enough 
barely to admire, unleſs we alſo emulate it ; eſpecially ha- 
ving ſo many Encouragements to promiſe our ſelves a Suc- 
ceſs, at leaſt equal, af not ſuperiour to any that have gone 
before us. Beſtdes, there is a great part of the World that 
remains ſtill unknown, vaſt Xegiozs that are not yet diſco- 
vered : So that although others have had the good for- 
tune to have preceded us, we may yet have the Honour 
to carry the Bulineſle further than they have done. 
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But'as it feems neceſlary, for the bringing'of this Great De- 
fign to effe&, that we ſhould: follow the Example of other 
People, in forming a Company among our ſelyes, for the Na- 
vigation of the _— ; and that we muſt needs do the 
Hollanders this right, to acknowledge, that their Soecrety 18 
both the Richeſt, and the beſt read in the Myſtery of that 
Commerce, of all that have ever medled with it: It will not 
be amiſs to look into the Conſtitution of that Company, 
and the manner of their Proceedings, that any Man-may the 
better judge, whether we have any reaſon or no to doubt of 
doing as much as they have done before us, 


== War betwixt Spin and Holland having ruined one 
part of the Hollanders Commerce, without which-they 
would have. had much ado to ſubſiſt, certain Merchants of 
Zealand aſſociated among themſelves,in the Year 1592. to go 
and Trade in the Zaſt-Indjes, and particularly infuch Places 
where the Portugues had nothing to do : but to avoid the 
hazard of being too: neer the Line, they reſolved to ſearch a 
Paſſage toward the North, and ſo to Coaſt about Tartary and 
Cathay, and from thence to fall into China and the Indies. 
This Voyage not ſucceeding to- their wiſh, they joyned 
themſelves 'afterwards with ſome Merchants of Amſterdam, 
_ andall together equipp'd a ſmall Fleet of four Veſſels, which: 
they ſent forth to 1dia by the ordinary way, under the 
Command of one Cornelis Aoutman, who having lived long 
at Lisbor, had learned from the Portyguez the Secret of this 
Navigation. In 1595. they departed, and at the end of two 
Years and four Months returned, without making any Profit 
of their Voyage. This little diſappointment did not hinder 
them fromforming at the ſame time a ſecond Company, in 
the ſame Town of Amſterdam ; and theſe two Companies 
being united, ſet forth a Fleet of eight Ships, that went our 


m 1598.. while a-#hird Company in Zealand were making rea- 
dy for the ſame deſign. In the Year 1599. certain other- 
Merchants of Amſterdar (the moſt part of them Brabanders) 
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- framed yet another Company apart from all the 'reſt, which 
ſent alſo foxr Veſicls to the Indies. In 1600. this latter Conr- 
pany (et out two more; which joyned themſelves to ſx other 
.of the firſt Company; and theſe eight Ships being gone, the 
Members of theſe #wp Comparies not waiting for their re- 
urn, equipp'd thirteen Veſlels (the firſt Company »ixe, and 
the latter for 5) and this Fleet went to Sea in April, 1601. 
putting the Profits of the firſt Voyage into a Stock, for a 
fecond Equippage. There were at that time ſome Merchants 
of Rotterdam and North-Holliud , that were modelling of 
Companies (eparate from the reſt (which encreaſing in this 
manner, gave greatly to fear,that one would ſpoil the other: ) 
Whereupon the 8tates, foreſeeing what diſorder this Diviſi- 
on might cauſe, perſwaded them to-unite all their Intereſt, 
and to ſend their Depwties to the Hague, to endeavour there 
to draw them all into one Company: in which Propoſition 
the Parties concerned did acquiefce 3 and fo there was con- 
ſtituted one Gexerat Company tor the Eaſt-Indian Navigation, 
with a Grant or Privilege from the States, expreſly inhibiting 
all other the Inhabitants of the United Provinces to Traffique 
| in the Zrdies, from the Cape of Good-hope to the furtheſt part 
of China, for the Term of one and twenty years, to begin 
from the Twentieth of Afarch, 1502. By this Grant it was 
left free for all Perſon whatſoever to enter themſelves into 
the Company, for what Sum they pleaſed, provided that they 
declared themſelves within five Months 3 after which, no 
' more ſhould be received, upon what Terms ſoever. In this 
ſpace of time they gathered together a Fond or Stock of Six 
millions and. ſix hundred thouſand Livres Money of the 
Country , ( which make: Sever millions nine hundred and 
twenty thouſand Livres of France) and no Man fince that 
has been taken anew into the Company, at leaſt without ha- 
ving bought the Share of ſome of the firſt Intereſled, which 
they call BUYING. OF AN ACTION. There were made 
alſo divers Rules, for the maintaining of Quger, and preſer- 
ving the Intereſt of. each Particular,. which- were explained * 
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in Acarch, 1623, it was continued for oe and twenty Years 
longer, and in 1643. renewed again for twenty ſever Years, 
in conſideration of a Million and ſex hundred thouſand Livres 
given to the State; and they are now folliciting to renew 
their Privilege again for a further Term. 

The firſt Sum of Six millions and ſox handred thouſand 
Livres was employed upon the Equipping of a Fleet of 
fourteen Sail, that ſet out in February, 1603. and after that, 
of another of thirteen, that departed in December follow- 
ing. Till then, the Perſons intereſied made no bencfit at 
all of their Adventure; for being divided into ſo many 
private Companies, they were fain to lay out all their Gains 
upon a ſtronger Equipage : Put upon the return of theſe tws 
Fleets, the Profir was ſo great, that jn 1605. the Company 
got Fifteen for a Hundred, and in 1606. Seventy five for a 
Hundred : So that in this ſhort time they wanted but Ter in 
the Hundred of reimburſing themſelves their Original Sum. 
In this iterizr, the Company did not flacken at all in their 
Preparations and Proviſions : They treated with the Indra 
Kings, built Fortreſſes, and every where enlarged their Cox- 
queſts 3 which valt Expences notwithſtanding, it appeared 
ig May, 1613. that every Man was reimburſed his Principal, 
and had over avd above, a hundred and ſixty Profit, As for 
example : He that in 1602. put-Foxr thouſond Franks into 
the Stock of the Company, had received 1n 1613. Ten thou- 
ſand and four hundred Profit, and yet his Original good in 
the Common Stock. And this Gain has been {ſo much aug- 
mented ſince that time, that there are few Years wherein 
they get leſs than 3o per Cent. In 1661. they gained 40. 
In 1662, there was no Diſtribution at all, by reaſon of four 
Ships loſt, which they have never heard of (ince ; beſide the 
extraordinary Charge they were at for the Siege of Cochin : 
But in 1663. they had 3o again per Cert. 

The Compaent @ cvcry tc: Years end makes a general 74- 
vertory of the whole Buſineſs 3 and by that which was made 
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in the Grant, In the mean while, the firſt Term expiring 
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in- 1661, it was found to be in poſſeſſion of the immenſe 
Wealth above-mentioned. 

This Company has not onely enriched Particulars ; but the 
Advantages which the Body of the Repablick, draws contt- 
nually from it, are almoſt ineſtimable, In the firſt place, all 
Coummodiries that are brought from the Indies into the 
States Ports pay at leaſt ſevex in the hundred, and before 
they come into France are unladen in Hol/and, where they 
pay all their Rights of IN and OUT (before they come to 
us) ariling to Fix per Cent. and One per Cent. more for the 
Duties of Convoy 3 which Sever per Cent. go clear to the 
Republick , belide Two in the Hundred more for FadGorage, 
and the Charge of Aerchandijzes : So that upon this Rec- 
koning we pay Twelve per Cent. more for Indian Commodi- 
ties, than they wonld coſt us if we fetched them our ſelves. 
Whence. it follows, that our Negociants, making the ſame' 
Profit of - theſe Merchandizes which the Hollend Company 
does, might be able to furniſh us at Twelve in the Hundred 
better cheap than others 3 becaufe we ſhould ſave the Duties 
that are now paid.in Holland, Can Expence that every Year 
draws vaſt Sums out of France, where are conſumed at leaſt 

a.third part of what the Hollanders bring out of the 1ndies:) 
 . A ſecond Advantage which the States draw from this Com- 
pany, is, that upon every Renewing of their Grant, it makes 
them a conſiderable Preſent ; the Jaſt (as we have faid al- 
ready.) amounting to no leſs than 8ixteer hundred thoufend | 
Livres. 

In the third place, It maintains at leaſt Fowrſcore thouſand ' 
Men, the greater part whereof would otherwiſe be a Burtherr- 

to the State. 

The laſt,. and the moſt important Conſideration, is, That 
this Company, in weakning: the Commerce of the Portuguez, 
who were a long time-under the Obedience of his Catholick, 
Majeſty,.did alſo weaken the Spariſb Monarchy (their great 
Enemy) and by that means made their way+to'a Peace.) 

They Equip every Year for this Voyage twelve fair Ships, 


from eight hundred to fourteen hundred Tuns, which depart 
at ſeveral Seaſons; and every Year, preciſely at the end of 
June, there return as many, or thereabouts. - The Company 

and the States uſually in the Month of May ſend out their 

Men of War to meet them, partly as a Covey, and to defend 

them againſt their Enemies, and partly to relieve them with 

freſh Men, and other Neceſlaries, as they have occaſion, 

The principal Place which this Company has in the Indies, is 

called Betavia, a Town that they have built in the Ifland of 
Java major, not far from. Sumatra: they have there their 

Magazins, and Stores of all the Commodities which they 
bring into Exrope, from the ſeveral Countries of the Indies, 
of Japan, of China; and of other Kingdoms. They have 
alſo Colombo in the Iſle of Ceylox, which they have lately 
taken from the Portyguez. (This Iſland furniſhes the whole 
World with Cinamome.) In fine, they poſleſs divers other 
Places, even from the —_ Perſie, to the Extremity of 
China; and they have reckoned a good while fince, ſever 
and thirty Magazins, and twenty conſiderable Forts, which 
they had in the 7rdies. 

. For the greater Advantage and Liberty of their Commerce, 
they have their Agents about all the Kings in thoſe Quarters, 
as the King of Perſia, the Great Mogol, the Kings of China, 
Japan, Cochinchine, and divers others, See now to what de- 
gree of Greatneſs this Company is arrived : a Society of par- 
ticular Merchants, low enough at firſt, both mm Fortune, arid 
every way elſe ; but now advanced not onely beyond their 
Hopes, but their very Pretences. 

But there 1s not any thing which a Company of this Con- 
dition, by Urioz, ConduF, and Coxrage may not accompliſt

In truth it may very well be, and that they will not ſtick 
even to pick their own Pockets, rather than we ſhall fill ours, 
and ſhew us a Thouſand Tricks to make us ſick of our Buſineſs, 
It is poſſible, that for a while they will be content to ſet their 
Merchandize at an under Rate, to loſe a little at preſent, to 
get the more hereafter, and trifle away a Million or Two up- 
on the Experiment. But how long will this Prolick hold? or 
can any man Imagine, that to do us a Miſchief, they will re- 
ſolve abſolutely to ruige Themſelves? After all, The Conlide- 
ration how far they would _—_ themlelves upon this deſign 
to divert and diſcourage us, lerves only to Confirm me in my 
firſt Opinion of it. They are not a People to do great things 
to no Purpoſe, nor would they throw away ſo much Trea- 
ſure now, but in Order to the Conſervation of their Future In- 
tereſt, Again ; They would not ſtickle ſo hard for a ſmall mat- 
ter, and the very Induſtry they uſe to hinder our Commerce, 
proves the Benefit Conſiderable, if we carry it. So that this 
Objedtion is ſo far from moving us to relinquith our Enter- 
prize, that on the other ſide. it raiſes both our Hopes and Re- 
folutions to go through with it.

The Second Scraple objefted by ſome Particulars ariſes from

That it 15 for this very End, that he Eqtertains another Squa- 
dron, to defend our Merchants from the Pirates of Gallicia, 
They are Strangers doubtleſs to all theſe things, withour 
which it were not poſſible they ſhould fall foul upon fo groſs 
a Miſtake. Is it not known, that his Majeſty does all This 
for the ſupport of a very Ordinary Traffiqne, and can any 
man Imagine, that he will do le[s for the Maintenance of 10 
much a greater, and more Hononrable Commerce?
